It is a light pink, usually, but sometimes Phighf mmgven f 
white. It opens well, quite late. / 

Mount Everest a veritable mountain of white with the tints 
setting sun over it all, was one to rave about. 

Dainty and lovely beyond all description was Mildred May a 
pure white semi-double. This has several rows of pure white guard 
petals with a row of yellow stamens and a center of white. When 
allowed to bloom as Nature intended it to do, it makes well branched 
stems carrying several of its beautiful flowers open at once, a bouquet 
of loveliness that has to be seen to be appreciated. 

There are two blush pink peonies that were very beautiful. 
Moonstone is a medium sized flower full rose type with petals very 
symmetrically arranged and when viewed through transmitted light 
it is markedly different in its loveliness. Its color is that of the stone 
for which it is named. The second was Ramona Lins. Evenly colored a 
delicate cream pink throughout its rose like petals it makes a flower 
entrancingly beautiful. A full double white quite large in size and 
very beautifully formed has been named Casablanca. It was one of 
the finest I saw and right along with it was a very large pure pink, 
Dolorodell, that we shall all wish to have. Tondeleyo was a very 
brilliant pink in a darker shade. Its color is very remarkable as there 
is really no other quite so brilliant in its shade, as Mrs. Livingston 
Farrand is lighter, though a slightly purer color. 

Mrs. Lossing has released her new peony for sale. It, Louise 
Lossing, is a very large and very deep flower of pure white with an 
infusion of pinkish cream in the depths of the flower. It frequently 
has a ring of smal] rosettes around the center. It is tall and blooms 
in late midseason. Its price is twenty-five dollars and transportation 
plus duty as it hag to be imported from Canada. If any desire it, please 
send in the order at once as it will take some time to get the necessary 
papers. Total cost about thirty dollars.

The roots furnished of these new varieties will not be 
standard divisions but slightly smaller ones, but they will be good 
growing divisions. 

One root of Casablanca, Dolorodell, Mandaleen, Ramona Lins and 
Tondeleyo will be sent for $80. $110 will get these and Mildred May 
(if available) Mount Everest and Louise Lossing and no other charges 
will be added for Louise Lossing. No roots of Casablanca, Dolorodell, 
Ramona Lins and Tondeleyo will be available after this fall until 
1946. Now is your best chance to get them. Varieties not priced be- 
low are listed in the regular price list. 

Are you interested in miniature peonies? You will find that Polly 
Prim ($2) white and perfection itself, Patty ($1) in salmon pink 
anemone bomb, Creve Coeur ($1.25) brilliant dark red anemone Jap, 
and Lucky Star ($1) full double red will fill the bill. 

Do you like dwarf plants? Flower Girl, a blush double that is 
beautiful and attractive beyond your dreams. Mary E. Nicholls a pure 
white of great allure, Molly Pitcher a beautiful blush and Peggy 
<$1.25) a warm bright silvery pink and most charming are some of 
the best. Do you like a peony that looks like a great big rose? These 
do that: Elsa Sass, Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, Ruth Elizabeth and 
Rosalie ($1). There are also others. 


Do you think a peony with soft moonlight spreading over its 
petals would be desirable? Then Moonglow, Thura Hires and Mr. 
Moon ($5) are the best while Joseph Christie, Gertrude Gibson and 
Yosemite have just a little less of this tint.
